New Yona, June 30.— The Sun in It* ar- 
ticle on Wall street this morning says; The 
terrible liquidation and sbriukage of stock 
exchange values during the last three years 
ought to have done a great dual of good to 
the people of that couitry. True the losses 
were immense bi|t thiy carried salutary 
lessons. Tan ares of the nation have been 
opened to the practices of banking institu- 
tions as well as of joint stock corporations. 
If the law givers of the country do not take 
any steps to remedy the existing state of 
all aim it will be the fault of public opinion 
and the press. Facts are disclosed every 
d.-iy which show that the subject can uo 
longer be handled with kid gloves. The 
most searching Investigation ought to be 
ordered into the condition of all insti- 
tutions which hold the savings of the people. 
However high handed the proceedings may 
seem, nobody can object to them as "un- 
precedented," Directors have been acting 
for years in a mauner "unprece- 
dented," not only In the history 
of this country, but of the 
world, and mutt be paid in the tame coin. 
There was never a time when men like 
Hewitt or Handall had a better chance to 
secure for themselves the brightest pages 
in the history of American legislation. 
There never was a time when men like 
Ben Butler could do more for the spread of 
his horse sense popularity with working 
people. Though tho saving masses are as 
a ruls shrewd and intelligent, but their 
shrewdness does not extend beyond their 
particular branch of activity. They are 
helpless and ignorant when it comes to the 
question of public investment of their 
savings and somebody must take care of 
them. This can only bo the legislature to 
which ample proof is now given that a 
radical change must be made if the credit 
of the country is maintained abroad and 
confidence restored at home. Among 
other things needing attention is one not 
yet publicly discussed. The relation in 
this country between bondholders and 
stockholders is unparalleled in any other. 
The practice of builaing railroads with 
bonds is the cause of most ot the existing 
swindles. The roads ought to be built by 
and for the stockholders. If in the course 
of construction or on completion the pro- 
prietors wish to make improvements and 
choose to mortgage their property instead 
of paying an assessment, they must be at 
liberty to do so, but the bonds should never 
be other than income bonds with all amply 
provided for sinking fund. The eery word 
dividend means division of net profits, 
which Is quite a different thing from inter- 
est. But a majority of people do not seem 
to understand this difference. Strictly 
speaking, no dividend should ever be paid to 
stockholder as long as there is a debt upon 
the property. No honest merchant or 
manufacturer will ever think of dividing 
any profits with his purtners when 
the concsrn is in debt. But of course, 
as bonds have to be issued for a 
certain length of time, and the debt 
cannot be paid at the will of the debtor, 
there may be circumstances under which a 
particularly prosperous concern would be 
embarrassed by the surplus of accumula- 
tion in its treasury, but that could easily 
be averted by the system of using houds 
subject to calls similar to that in force 
with the Government As it stands now, 
bondholders have all the power and stock- 
holders none, and any man who goes into 
Wall street to-day passed just as good 
money whether he buys stocks or bonds, 
yet the buyer of b.nds cau any day make 
b beggar of the buyer of stock by adroitly 
working the directors and foreclosing the 
mortgage. As everybody know* there has 
been a great deal of foreclosing of late, 
■ondition of street affairs from day to 
does not call for comment. The 
market is a professional one, marked 
sheer manipulation, and the best 
thing for intelligent men is to leave it alone.

Ltrchbvmo, Va., June 30. — Another ao- 
count of the railroad accident on the Mid- 
land Road eayi that when aboat two mile* 
north of Lynchburg, on a heavy down 
grade, the engineer flnding the speed of the 
train too great ihut off steam and applied 
the air brakes. To his surprise there was 
no diminution of the train's speed and he 
realised that some defect had occurred in 
the brakea The rapid motion increased 
g the run to the river, nearly 



more then 

became alarmed, but none ware prepared 

for the thrilling episode which was so soon 
to follow. Upon reaching the bridge 
the engine, tender and baggage car 
kept the track, but the smoker swayed so 
that it struck the girders, throwing it 
from the track and causing the car. follow- 
ing to do the same. The truck, of the 
' >r tore the ties away for more than 
1 feet, and when the sleeper, 
place they went crushing 
through into the river. 

The water into which the cars plunged 
was ten feet deep and the terrified passen- 
ger, were of course imprisoned like dogs in 
a pond. Their stifled screams for aid as 
the water rose around them were pitiable, 
but there seemed little hope for their res- 
cue. Conductor Wm. King was thrown 
from a platform and had two ribs broken, 
but realizing the peril of the pnssengers he 
went promptly und braveiy to their aid. 
Procuring an ax, and with one or two 
other persons, he swain to the submerge ! 
cars and smashed in the elevators at the 
top of the cars. By this time the water 
had reached that point and the strufiglin.? 
passengers were clinging to the upper 
berths and the bell rope to keep from 
drowning. The screams of the women and 
children wore heartrending. One by on? 
the half drowned passengers were draggtd 
through the openiiig and helped ashore, 
until all were gotten out safely. 

Among the thrilling incidents was the 
rescue of the child of Mrs. J. S. Farden. 
The terrified mother, while in an upper 
berth which was fast being Hooded witii 
water pushed her two month's old baby 
through a window and held it there until 
it was saved, all unmindful of her own 
danger The heroic wotpan wa. after- 
ward rescued herself. All the passengers 
were brought here and cared for. Hail 
road men say the escape was one of the
